\ \) the annals of the A. L. A.? As 
president for the year, it has become my 
duty, not only to ask myself this ques- 
tion, but to ask it also of all members 
of the Association. 

What shall be our definite objectives 
for the months immediately ahead of 
us? An early annual conference again 
will mean a short working year, and it 
therefore behooves us, as the vacation 
season closes, to give immediate thought 
to our year’s activities. 

There are now sixty-four committees 
of the A. L. A. Last year fifty of these 
presented reports —a splendid record! 
This year we hope that the number hav- 
ing reports to make may include all of 
the committees, with the possible excep- 
tion of a very few which, by their 
nature, function only as_ occasional 
necessity demands. 


A large number of the last reports 
either made definite recommendations 
or recorded work still in progress, and 
the next work for these committees is 
more or less clearly indicated. In some 
cases this may be the following up of 
recommendations requiring action which 
has not yet been secured; the reasons 
for lack of action, if investigated, may 
show that reminders need to be given to 
Executive Board or Council, or perhaps 
that a re-study should be made of rec- 


ommendations involving questions of 
ways and means. There is also much 


new work still in the offing. Though 
the tasks seem at times to be thankless, 
the patient, persistent efforts of our 


‘committees are removing many obstacles 


from the path of library progress. 
We are not all on committees, how- 
ever. What can the rest of us do for 
our A. L. A.? Give helpful suggestions, 
perhaps, to some of the committee chair- 
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men? An expression of interest in their 
problems might in itself be an en- 
couragement to them. 

Get new members for the Associa- 
tion? Our Membership Committee is 
doing an outstanding piece of work, but 
its results can be multiplied through the 
efforts of other members, whose help 
will be warmly welcomed. If half of us 
could secure one new member each, the 
Membership Committee could proudly 
report an enrollment of over 15,000 
next May.

He has also 
been editor of the quarterly publication, 
Adult Education and the Library.

Colorado Library Commissions and 


others interested in the library future 
of Colorado. 

Miss Merrill also spoke at the state 
meetings of the Parent-Teacher Asso. 
ciation and Federations of Women’s 
Clubs. Between these two meetings, 
she attended the Utah Library Associa- 
tion meeting at Cedar City and visited 
libraries in Salt Lake City and Cheyenne.

Miss Parsons reports an unprecedented 
demand for admission to the School for 
the coming year and a sustained interest 
in its welfare by the friends of the 
School. During Miss Parsons’ visit, 
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Miss Bogle and Miss Parsons conferred 
with university authorities regarding the 
transfer of the School, at the end of the 
school year, to an American university. 


Mile. Dumont, a graduate of the 
School and a representative of the 
Librairie Guillaume Budé and other 
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French publishers, was a recent visitor 
at Headquarters. 


Outstanding among the gifts recently 
received by the School is one from the 
Carnegie Endowment for International 
Peace for visiting lecturers and for three 
fellowships. 


A. L. A. PUBLICATIONS 


R. BOSTWICK proves himself 

a real friend of the A. L. A., and 
of librarians generally, by giving freely 
of his own time in the interest of 
A. L. A. publications. Dr. Bostwick is 
editor of the American Library Pioneer 
series of which two volumes have been 
issued and three more are in prepara- 
tion. He has recently revised his 
manual, Public library administration, 
the third edition of which has just ap- 
peared. He has also agreed to revise his 
handbook, Some principles of business- 
like conduct in libraries, which has had 
a steady sale since 1920. In addition to 
all this, Dr. Bostwick will write the 
manuscript for an illustrated booklet on 
the American library movement which 
will be of particular use in acquainting 
our foreign correspondents and our 
foreign visitors with the growth in 
America of the library idea.

MISS MANN’S SUBJECT HEADINGS 
A Proposed Revision 

Subject headings for use in dictionary 
catalogs of juvenile books, compiled 
over ten years ago by Margaret Mann, 
has been of inestimable value in stand- 
ardizing the cataloging of children’s 
books. New problems, new develop- 
ments and especially new _ subjects 
necessitate its revision. The Committee 
on Library Work with Children has 
been asked by the Executive Board of 
the American Library Association to 
assume responsibility for a new edition. 
With Miss Mann acting in the capacity 
of adviser and committee member, the 
revision will be carried on through a 
sub-committee and an editor. 

In order to make this important 
bibliographic tool of the greatest pos- 
sible use, headings used in junior high 
school library catalogs will be added. 

According to present indications the 
volume will be twice as large as the 
present one and will be available for 
distribution some time in 1929. 

Children’s librarians, school libra- 
rians and catalogers are urged to send 
in suggestions and subject headings 
which they consider of value in increas- 
mg the scope and usefulness of the 
book. The latter should be on separate 
slips and may be sent any time before 
the first of January to Emily V. D.

COLLEGE AND REFERENCE 
LIBRARY YEARBOOK 

The college and reference librarians, 
noting the warm reception accorded to 
the School library yearbooks, have de- 
cided to launch one to represent their 
group and special interests, and a com- 
mittee, headed by Charles B. Shaw, is 
hard at work on its compilation. The 
first college and reference library year- 
book is scheduled for midwinter publica- 
tion. 

CODE FOR CLASSIFIERS 

High up on the A. L. A. winter list 
of publications comes W. L. Merrill’s 
Code for classifiers. This revision has 
secured the endorsement and approval 
of the Committee on Cataloging and 
Classification, the Editorial Committee 
and the Executive Board, and now goes 
to the printers. It should appear about 
November first. 

MUDGE GUIDE 

A new “Mudge guide” has so long 
been heralded that any announcement 
concerning it no longer partakes of the 
nature of news. We will say, however, 
for the benefit of those librarians who 
are eager for this new edition, that 
there is some likelihood of its bearing a 
1928 imprint. More definite than that 
we dare not be. 





News has come to Headquarters that 
two department heads of the library of 
the State College of Washington plan 
to compile an index of poetry published 
since 1910. If anyone is already at work 
on such a project, it is hoped that he 
will communicate with the Librarian, 
State College of Washington, Pullman, 
Wash., as the staff there has no desire 
to duplicate work already being done. 
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REMEMBER THE A. L. A. IN YOuR 
WILL 

Not long ago a distinguished libra- 
rian, an ex-president of the A. L. A, 
Dr. C. W. Andrews, notified the Ex. 
ecutive Board that he had made a pro- 
vision for the Association in his will. 

Recently another librarian has ar- 
ranged to make similar provisions. In 
this case, a member of the librarian’s 
family is to receive the income from 
the estate until his death, after which 
the entire estate is to be divided be- 
tween the librarian’s alma mater and the 
A. L.A. 

Many variations are possible. Bank- 
ers and lawyers say that everyone 
should make a will no matter how 
small or how large the estate may be, 
When you make yours, or revise it, we 
hope you will remember the A. L. A.
